This office action is in response to applicant's arguments filed February 22, 2006. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 21, line 1 after "including" insert - -a finfet with- -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-16 and 21-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while forming 
a fin or channel region of a finfet by using strained material to form fins is known in the 
art as evidenced for example Krivokapic 1 (U.S. 6,855,583) that shows forming strained 
material in the trench of insulating material and then removing the insulating material, it

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fails to show or make obvious forming a fin by placing strained material in a trench of 
compound semiconductor material and then removing the compound semiconductor 
including all the limitations of the independent claims.
